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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To provide a flower pot composed of a pot having prescribed 
information on the surface, a plant-supporting soil put into the pot and a 
plant planted on the soil, having additional information-transmitting function 
and effective in improving the environment with the plant and transmitting the 
information in high efficiency. 

CONSTITUTION: A plant is planted in a flower pot made of ceramics, plastics, 
etc., and placed at a prescribed position for ornamentation. The flower pot 1 
is composed of a pot 3 having prescribed information 2 on the surface 31, 
plant-supporting soil 4 filled in the pot 3 and a plant 5 planted in the soil 
4. A part of the surface 31 of the pot 3 is used as an information-display 
part 32 for displaying information 2 such as emotion, ideology, communication, 
advertisement and guide by desired displaying means such as printing, coating, 
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pasting, engraving and relief. The plant-supporting soil 4 and the plant 5 are 
properly selected according to the placing site. The objective flower pot 1 
having the above construction is effective in improving the environment with 
the plant and transmitting the information in high efficiency. 
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
